ISAAC PITMAN. WaS Dever oon-
ferred on a man better entitled to homor
than Isaac Pitman. His system of pho-
nography—with many improvements by
others—is now practiced by the major-
ity of shorthand writers of the English
language. There were many authors
or teachers of difforent systems preced-
ing Pitman,but when his was first pub-
lished in 1887 it was immediately pro-
nounced superior to all others

Isaac Pitmun wae born in Trowbridge,
Wilts, England, Jan. 4, 1818. He was
obliged to leave school at the age of 12
years and entered the counting house of
a clothing manufacturer. After six
years’ service as a colerk he received five
months® training in the Normal oollege
of the British and Foreign School socie-
ty and was in 1831 appointed master of
the British school at Barton-on-Humber,
He established the British school at
Wotten-under-Edge in 18386,

His first treatise on shorthand, *‘Sten-
ographic Bonndhand, ""appeared in 1887,
and he thus became the originator of
the spelling reform to swhich and the
propagation of his system of phonetic
ghorthand he devoted his entire attention
after 1848, when the Phonetic sooiety
was established. His system of short-
band was renamed in 1840 and entitled
“‘Phonography; or, Writing by SBound, "’
and his ‘‘Phonographic Raporters’ Com-
panion’’ appeared in 1846,

Mr. Pitman's ‘‘Phonetio institute’
at Bath is really a phonetic printing
office and a publishing house for the
dispatch of phonetic boocks to all parts
of the world. He edits and prints The
Phonetic Journal. Mr. Pitman has is-
sned a little library of abont 80 volumes,
printed entirely in shorthand, ranging
from the Bible to ‘“‘Rasselas. '’ Mr. Pit-
man has received several medals and
other testimonials from America and
other parts of the world in recognition
of his system of shorthand and of his
labors for the reformation of English

orthography. _

In 1766 a fund of £10,000 was raised
in England for the support of the schoul
and committed to the charge of a board
of trustees, with the Earl of Dartmouth
at its head. Soon after the school was
moved to New Hampshire and charter-
ed in the name of King George III by
Governor Jobn Wentworth. The char-
ter bore the date of Dec. 18, 1769 and
named tho school Dartmouth college in
honor of its most active patron.

Dr. Wheelock was the first president
of the college, and tho first class of four
students was graduated in 1771. The
years of the Hevolution and of the foun-
dation of the republic formed a period
of trial for the struggling young ool-
lege, but it was finally established on a
firm basis -and has kept pace with the
educational progress of the country.
Dartmouth hall, the oldest of the col-
lege bmildings, was built in 1791. The
lower floor is nsed for recitation rooms,
and the two upper stories are dormito-
ries. One of the most important of the
newer buildings is Wilson hsll, erected
in 1884 at a cost of §70,000. Itcontains
the college library of some 80,000 vol-
nmes.

The finest building at Hanover is the
Mary Hitchcock Memorial hospital, fin-
jshed in 1898 at a cost of £300,000. It
was erected by Hiram Hitcheock of
New York city 8 a memorial to his
wife, and although under a separate
corporation is really a part of the med-
jeal college William J. Tucker, the
president of Dartmouth, was inaugu-
rated in that office a year ago.
